THE BELT LINE'S PLAN. 


R M Fi zgorald said that the Union 


Belt Line Company was actuated ty a 
desire to conform to the best interests 
of Alameda county. 


"Wa want," he said, "to r° down 


on the harbor front of Alameda so 
that If cars comes In here on the San- 
ta re road or an> other road, we can 
send the cars across the estuary and 
delivnr them where the> maj ie re- 
quired 
"We are practicing no dis- 


crimination against tho Southern Pa- 
cific 
We do recognize, however we 


have a fight on our hands 
"We have 


framed an ordinance »c~£hat no matter 
•who may hereafter g-et ttie road will 
not be ab'e to discriminate against 
any other road without forfeiting the 
franchise. If that franchise Is not lived 
up to 
Under this franchise. If a car 


is brought to Oakland on any other 
road tnat taps the belt line that car 
will be delivered wheresoever It may 
be consigned. This belt line Is the en- 
terprise of the gentlemen I represent.

SOUTHERN PACIFIC'S RESPONSE 


In reply to Mr Fitzgerald, attorney 


J C Foulds representing the South- 
ern Pacific Company, addressed the ' 
board 
He said that while Mr Fitz- 


gerald disclaimed any intent to attack 
the Southern Pacific Company, "his 
whole line of argument," he said, "Is 
directed against that corporation, and 
it seems to be the sole purpose of 
this petition which the Belt Railway 
Company has submitted is to defeat 
the one that we have made We do not 
know who the men are who are in- 
stigating this attack through this belt 
railroad 
We do know though, and 


Mr Fitzgerald has furnished us with 
the information that not one of them 
Is a railroad rfXn ' 


Mr Foulds asserted thaMt would be 


impossible to operate a belt line In 
the manner described by the organizers 
of the Union Belt Hallway. It would 
lead to nothing but confusion and dis- 
aster to property and the Indiscrim- 
inate killing of men employed in oper- 
ating the road 
As regards any al- 


leged discrimination against shippers, 
Mr Palmer would fully explain to the 
board how such might have happened 
and he would also Inform the board of 
the purposes of the spur track and re- 
new the pledges which had already 
been given regarding its operation for 
the convenience of the industries to 
which it proposed to extend track 
facilities and the impartial handling 
of the cars of other railroads doing 
business with them when delivered 
within reasonable proximity tot the 
spur track 
"You have no assurance, however, 


when this proposed belt line will be 
tfullt 
Nobody knows how long it will 


take these 
gentlemen to build their 


line. The Southern Pacific 
company 


bears no hostility toward these peti- 
tioners or toward any other line. If 
any other line desires to enter the 
same territory as the proposed 
spur 


track, or equal privileges with our- 
selves on it, there is the possibility of 
condemnation for a common use open 
to them in case of necessity 


"Belt lines cannot be operated eco- 


nomically for shippers. The switching

General Superintendent W. S Palmer 


submitted to the board a blue print map 
showing the route to be adopted by the 
spur track 
The application for It, he 


said had been filed !ast August and he 
requested the Beading of the petition 
accompanvlng: It 
which Included the 


names of E C Sessions Jr, George Ad- 
ams, 
Irving C L&wls, and others 
The 


route c&iers 2345 feet from the point of 
beginning on Fruitvale avenue to the 
Park avenue crossing It provides for 
a single track with the right of con- 
struction of spurs to accommodate the 
various Industries in Its vicinity. These 
include the California cotton mills the 
Pacific steel and wire works, the T/nlon 
Gas Engine company, and the De Frem- 
ery 
and 
Sessions estate tracts 
The 


Southern Pacific company Is engaged In 
the Industrial development of Oakland 
That industrial development has been to 
great of late that It has taxed the cor- 
poration '& power's to grant facilities to 
the limit 


The company's lines are serving 03 per 


cent of the points enjoying railroad fa- 
cilities today In California, Oregon and 
Nevada, 


Mr Fltzserald seems to me to have 


been talking for the Santa Fe more than 
he has for the belt road It costs on belt 
lines 15 per car for switching and 53 per 
car to put them In the yard No charge 
will be made on this spur track to the 
shipper of any other railroad where the 
car Is delivered reasonably convenient to 
it 
The cost is covered in ths ironotea 


arrangement now existing between the 
Santa Pe and the Southern Pacific com- 
panj, and is settled between them wlth- 
cut imposing- any additional expense on 
the shipper for the service. 


There Is plenty of room, between this 


spur track and the water front We can, 
however give shippers better service than 
the belt line We are entitled to some 
consideration, as we have spent millions 
for the development of facilities in this 
city 


There will not be another transconti- 


nental line in Oakland for at least tliree 
>ears It will be the year I90» before the 
Western Pacific will complete its line.

LETTER OF RESIGNATION. 


Oakland. Cal., Nov. 22, 1906. 


"To the Honorable Frank K. Mott, 


Mayor of the City of Oakland—Dear 
Sir: I hereby tender to you my resig- 
nation as treasurer and tax collector 
of the city of Oakland, the same to 
take effect December 1. 1906. This Is 
prompted by a eense of duty due to 
you, sir, and to the city over which you 
have the honor of betas chief execu- 
tive, as I Intend leaving shortly on a 
rather extended trip, which will take 
me without the State and probably 
without tbe United States, and I have 
too deep an Interest In the success ot 
your administration to wish to be the 


head of a department over which I 
cannot give my personal supervision 
In ,thls connection I may add that I 
shall not again be a. candidate for the 
office, but trust that our city may long 
have the good fortune of having you 
as its mayor, and I shall ever deem it 
a pleasurable duty to do everything In 
my power to assist in making your fu- 
ture administrations as successful as 
the one just terminating

It 1> only 


reucoaVfe tint tin prefemx should be flven 


to the Southern PiOftc company** application, 


awl that to meat probably what the Euper- 


wtu 4o at th* htt* • i aumi k*M talc 


Remarkable Crime 


Has Tragic 


Ending. 


KAlifAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 2«.—On* - 


of the most ui fque and daiing train 
robberies in tb< history ot fie South- 
west -was committed 100 miles et«t of 
Kansas City i-aily today. Between 
Slater and Arrr strong, Mo., a dlvtanc* 
of twenty-oae miles, a masked tram, 
single handuo. robbed twenty passeu- 
gers In three cars of the fast eiH'x>uad 
combination Chicago & Alton-Chtoaco, 
Burlington & Qirlncy passenger train. 
After half art hoi»r'» work he 
approximately two thousand 
beside* severa' watches 
and other 


pieces of Jewelry. The ma.n finally fKM 
overpowered by B. Heywoofl, the train 
conductor, who knocked a revolver 
from the robber's hand and forced him 
to the car floor The robber wa« bound, 
made to disgorge and four hour* afttr 
the robbery -was committed wa» 
In Jail. 


The robber, who said htc name • 


Trueheart, and that 
he came fron 


California, wa,i recognized by the en- 
gineer as the same man who. on No- 
vember 7, in exactly the same manner 
and a,t the srjme place on the njwl. 
vent through the rear sleeper of a C. 
R. L & P. overland limited, which oa 
this division runs 
over 
the Alton 


tracks. Trueh^art, who refused to tfv* 
his full name or tell what town h« 
came from, said It was his brother 
*ho held up the Eock Island train. 


The train robbed this morning wa* 


No 2«, which left Kansas City at • 
o'clock Saturday night. From KanH* 
City to Mexico, Mo., the trains run 
over the Alton tracks. At Mexico It to 
cut in two, the Alton portion contin- 
uing on to Chicago and the Burllngtosi 
portion going to St. Louis 


The train n ached Slater at midntjfct 


and when It rtarted out of that plae* 
five minutes later Trueheart boarded 
the emoking-i»r. His eyes were oor- 
ered by a, miok. Leveling a. revolver 
at two passengers In tbe seat Marat 
the door, he ordered them to paw over 
their money ind valuables, and to do 
it quickly. 
The men complied, and 


when Trueheirt placed the booty be- 
neath Ms belt and proceeded to glv« 
his command in a loud voice to the 
man in the next seat forward, the ca» 
full of passengers 
was 
thoroughly 


aroused and ready to comply- Whe* 
the robber hid systematically reMevet 
the passenger* in the smoker of their 
belongings, 
he backed to the d*Mt

He will tell how he 
first asked for $1000 and finally ac- 
cepted J175. In all he made three calls 
upon the restaurant men before he was 
given the "fee." 


Mallhebuau complained to his friends 


that he .had been> held up by Ruef, and 


she spoke of the boss In very forcible 
terms. Ho did not run the sort of a 
place that required protection and he 
had no need of the services of an at- 
torney.

REV. FATHER YORKE GRILLS THE GRAND JURY 


By the REV. FATHER PETER C. YtiRKE, iti the San Francisco Leader of November 


In the midst of the wild babel raised by the newspapers 


in this city it is well for thoughtful citizens to put to them- 
selves the question: "Who are the criminals?" 


The outsider who reads our journals may be well pardoned 


for believing that the whole able-bodied population of San 
Francisco is careering down Market street in the one wild charge 
after one solitary small man and that from a hundred thousand 
fcanded throats rise the cry: "Stop Thief " 


Even if this were true, it might well be the part of the 


wise man to withdraw from the tumult and to ask himself the 
question: "Who are the criminals?" 


It is to be expected that in every aggregation of humaji 


beings there should be criminals. For this axe the laws consti- 
tuted and the magistrate beareth the sword. The murderer 
who is taken in his crime and the thief who is caught in his 
ihieimg make satisfaction to the law The fruit that ripens 
on the gallows—that is the sacrifice that men offer to what they 
call Justice, the felon that rots in the cell—that is the sweet 
incense in the nostrils of the idol that the Sate calls law. By 
such offerings is satisfaction made. Murderer and thief pay 
the penaltj in heaped-up measure, pressed down and flowing 
over. 


Such criminals do not and cannot harm the State 
They 


are within the power of the State, and when they have received 
and undergone their punishment, against them the State has 
nothing. We need ne\er be afraid of the thief and the mur- 
derer. Their destiny is in our hands. 


Who then are the criminals? 
The State is established that equal and indifferent justice 


may be done between man and man. He who perverts judg- 
ment—he is the enemy of the State—he is the criminal. 


We judge of the cmlization and culture of a people by 


their attitude towards justice No matter how rich, how power- 
ful, that nation is barbarous •where an accused man is denied 
a hearing 
Where sentence is gn en' by faction or favoritism, 


b} briben or hate, bj caprice or passion, there are the foun- 
tains of justice poisoned. 
In that people either liberty has 


ne\er existed or she has been done to death 


Foi ^ hat have our fathers struggled in e^ err generation9 


as it that •ue might have a vote or enjoy high office? 
A 


AOte is a plaything tliev ghe children, high office is only for 
the fp-n 
What they did struggle for was greater than this: 


it ttas that each man might possess his life in peace, his store 
an secmiti and order his ways conformable to a just law. The 
equal pinterhon of the State and of the machinery of the State 
for all irrn that is what touches every man and for that did 
the fail-e-, neat 


i ds\ the people of San Francisco -what is the essence 


of liberty for the inividnal'? Is it not that he should have fair 
play? 


What is the essence of fair play? IB it not thiat he be per- 


mitted, to defend himself if he ia attacked? 


Is it fair play to tie your opponent's hands behind his 


back and then strike him in the face? 


Is it fair play to gag your opponent's mouth and then 


accuse him of every crime under the sun? 


Among the liberties that our fathers fought for and won 


was this, that the meanest and moat helpless person accused of 
crime should be presumed innocent until convicted after a fair 
trial. 
; 


This presumption is of the very essence of our liberties. 


Who is safe if mere accusation is to be taken as proof? 
Is 


there any man so high that calumny may not reach him? Is 
there any man so holy that slander may not surround him? 
Even the Son of God was caught in the net of false witness 
and the disciple is not above his master nor the servant above 
his lord. 
% 


It took many a sharp struggle to enshrine among our 


(liberties the principle that every man is entitled to a fair trial 
by a jury of his peers. The very pith and marrow of a fair 
trial is that the accused should have the right to defend him- 
self. The lowest loafer picked up off the streets may claim 
from the court the assistance of counsel. If he cannot afford 
such assistance the State will pay for it. 


Is it then fair play that a man should be called a criminal 


before he has been convicted by a court? , 


The San Francisco newspapers do this, "but the newspapers 


nver play fair and no one expects them to play fair. 
We 


know their management too well. 


But should a lawyer do it? Should the officer of a court 


do it1? Should a man who knows the laws and is sworn to 
observe them do it? Then there is no criminal within or with- 
out San Quentin so dangerous as he. 


Is it fair play that a man should be branded with crime 


and not be given a chance to say a word in his own behalf? 


' In the most unjust trial that is recorded in the annals of 


humanity the Accused was at least asked "Hearest thou not 
what great things these witnesses against thee?" 


Is it fair to wait until a man is ten thousand miles away 


and then without giving his friends a chance to say a word 
in his defense to proclaim him to all the world as a thief?

Bold, 
brutal injustice we can cope against, injustice that clothes 
itself in the mantle of right leaves us powerless. What has 
been the crowning injustice of England in Ireland? Has it not 
been the partisan judge and the packed jury? In San Fran- 
cisco the partisan judge and the packed jury have been de- 
clared the instruments of civic righteousness. Out upon you 
Scribes and Pharisees. Ye are the criminals. 


But the Grand Jury only indicts; a public trial must fol- 


low. 
Only indicts! Is it not indictments alone that the ene- 


mies of Scbmitz and Euef are looking forf Is not indictment 
flashed to the ends of the earth as equivalent to conviction? 
Who cares about the trial? The indictment stands, it brands 
with indelible shame. If the Jetty Jury acquits, the machine- 
made cry goes on incessantly that the Potty Jury has been 
bought. 


The indictment is procured by gathering -together the irre- 


sponsible slander of a slanderous town and putting it in secret 
conclave before a body of vmen nominated by judges months 
before, and as likely as not nominated in pursuance of a corrupt 
conspiracy. Who is safe from such a tribunal? Remember, it 
is the indictment that counts. The men that consent to an in- 
dictment procured by political and personal hates, they a» 
the criminals. 


The prostitution of Grand Jury methods to the gratifica-

• tion of the institution elsewhere. It is time for the citizens of 


California to awake to the danger to their liberties that threat- 
ens them in the misuse of this form of the law. It is tune to 
demand the reformation or extinction of a body that can be 
made the tool of malevolent and conscienceless politicians and 
and that can stigmatize citizens as criminals without giving 
them a chance to utter a word in their own defense. The news- 
papers have overshot the mark. No matter what Euef or Schmite 
may have done the consciousness is growing slowly but surely 
among the people that Spreckels and Burns, Langdon and 
Heney, the Call, the Chronicle, the Examiner and the Bulletin 
—they are the criminals.

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The Coal Combine's Cinch. 


The companies who control the local coal market have suddenly 


advanced the price of coal in carload lots three dollars a 
ton. 


Their excuse for doing this is the increased cost of labor. It is 
cffeubtful if the entire labor cost of mining and handling coal till it 
reaches the retailer exceeds three dollars a ton. The Tabor cost of 
mining coal is less than a dollar a tonron an average. It is therefore 
fairly questionable if the excuse is valid. 


However, there are other phases to this sudden and heavy in- 


crease in the price of fuel worthy of consideration. The winter 
season has set in with unusual coldness. Fuel is not only indis- 
pensable, but the demand for it is unusually heavy. Because of the 
season people must have coal. Because the weather is unusually 
cold, they are compelled, for the sake of comfor' to consume a larger 
quantity than usual. 


As the agents of the coal combine admit that there is no short- 


age in the supply, it is not difficult to figure out the proposition as 
it really is. It may be summed up thus: 


The weather is cold. 
People must have fuel and lots of it. 
The combine controls the supply, hence the advance in price. 
The factors of the problem are an unrestricted monopoly on one 


hand and stern necessity on the other; to which may be added the 
increased capacity of the public to pay for what it wants and must 
have. 


Of course, the coal companies are justified in adding the in- 


creased cost of labor to the price of coal, but they are not justified 
in adding three times the increased labor cost; by doing that they 
are attempting to shoulder the blame for an exaction off on others. 
The pretense that the three dollars added to the price of coal is to be 
charged to the increased wages of labor is made to give apparent 
justification for a raise that the public cannot resist and which will 
yield larger returns than at any other periodic! the year. 


Troubles of a Man-Hunter. 


The following communication depicts a condition with which 


the general public is quite familiar and which is worth serious ex- 
amination: 


EDITOR TRIBUNE: Mr. W. F. McDowell, who is engaged 


in scouring the country for workers for one of the largest industrial 
concerns on the coast, was discussing the demand for tabor in his 
office yesterday. 


"In these busy times," he said, "when employers are in most 


strenuous competition with each other for laborers, the fact that it 
has been necessary to establish a chain-gang in Oakland is but a 
last proof that there are some men who will not work, no matter 
v.-hat the remuneration. Several large manufacturing concerns are 
put to the direst straits in the effort to keep their plants running at 
their full capacity. One of the largest of these concerns, employing 
over six hundred -workers, maintains an office in this city and two 
men, whose sole occupation consists of hunting up men willing to 
work. As the plant is located some forty odd miles in the country 
every inducement is offered. 
The fare is paid, high wages are of- 


fered, the board is excellent, and still the demand remains unsup- 
plied: while insolent hoboes beg the lonely housewife for victuals 
It costs the company several dollars to land each man at the works 
and in addition to this many men, hoboes who merely want a free 
ride, drop off along the line or work only half a day or so." 
Mr 


McDowell here brought his fist down on the table and emphatically 
remarked, "Any housewife who feeds the burly tramp who tells a 
pitiful hardluck story, is doing society a positive injury. We anc 
others stand ready to give any man work at good wages. There is 
no possible excuse for any able-bodied man being in a. destitute con- 
dition today, and any man in that condition is, per se, a worthless 
character. We have men come down to this office every day beg- 
ging for a dime or a quarter to get a cup of coffee, etc. To such 
men all I have to do is to offer them a job at the best of wages, ant 
the expression that comes over their faces as they fade away woulc 
be ludicrous were it not nauseating. On the other hand, since the 
San Francisco fire many men are doing laboring work who are ca 
pable of better things. Such men are not kept at that class of work 
long. The large influx of Eastern men is proving an important factor 
in the situation. Most of these men are good workers, although th 
irrepressible hobo is everywhere present. As illustrating the per- 
sonnel of the average group of laborers nowadays, out of twenty 
six men hired yesterday, I found two ex-Manila policemen, an ex 
transport officer, a young fellow who claimed he left Annapolis 
Naval Academy owing to failing eyesight, two or three clerks anc 
about a dozen Italians, who are on the whole about the steadies 
•workers we can get. We give every man a chance, and if you know 
of any man looking for an opportunity to earn an honest living senc 
him to us. In conclusion I wish to repeat that any one who assists 
an able-bodied man today is committing a crime aaginst society."

than ever before, able-bodied men are loafing and begging about the 
streets. Men scarcely able to stand from intoxication wi'll Jmportun 
pedestrians on the street for money ostensibly to pay for a meal o 
a bed when work is to be had on every side. These healthy vagrant 
even ring doorbells and ask for money more in a tone of commanc 
than entreaty, scorning the offer of food and often insulting women 
and feeble men if their insolent requests are not complied with. Thes 
fellows should not be permitted to lead a dissolute and idle life on 
the proceeds, of mendicancy. They are a menace to good order, fo 
many of them are criminals who become dangerous when levyirij 
peaceful tribute on society fails to satisfy their wants. 


It is axiomatic that every loafer lives at somebodyJs expense 


He is either a burden to some individual or on the community a 
large. Consequently every idler in the city levies a tax on th 
energies and industry of the public that is not^only an imposition 
but is a direct reward for sloth and mendicancy. Not only that, bj 
supporting able-bodied men" in idleness the community is depriving 
the ranks of labor of badly-needed service. The loafer should there 
fore be made to go to work, break rock in the chain-gang or leav 
the city, care being taken, however, that no honest and deserving 
person in temporary misfortune is treated unjustly. A chance t 
work should be offered all, and when employment is refused no mere 
should be shown the loafer. The spectacle of employers seeking in 
vain for laborers while able-bodied men are begging on the street 
should no longer be presented. 


Our Mission in the Philippines. 


The San Francisco Chronicle says "no European can apparently 


e made to understand that the people of the United State do not 
are a rap about the Philippines, but, on the contrary, consider them 
n unmitigated nuisance." Then the American people are paying 
iretty dearly for maintaining a nuisance. What has become of that 
habby humbug, 'TJenevolent Assimilation?" What of the dema- 
gogue cry that the American flag must never be pulled down where 
t has once been hoisted? Is reverence no longer paid to the rank 
pretense that "trade" follows the flag?" The Chronicle is right in 
ne particular at least, the American people do regard the Philippines 
as an unmitigated nuisance, and would be glad to be rid of them 
ortly they are afraid some other nation'might find a use for them. 
We took the Philippines expecting to find them a source of profit; 
nstead, we have found them a source of expense, scandal and political 
contention. We have made a bad bargain, and only hold to it for fear 
:hat Japan or Germany would like to take it off OUT hands. After 
:orcing Spain to surrender them we said Providence had cast them 
nto our hands. The hypocrisy looked good till we found the islands 
a bad investment. We have continued to hold the Filipinos in un- 
willing subjection, however, from a dog-in-the-manger spirit. But 
whatever the motive inspiring it, the retention of the islands until 
their inhabitants are fitted for self-government is now a question of 
national honor. We must civilize and educate the natives, not only 
as the penalty for a grave political blunder, but as an obligation we 
cannot discard without dishonor. The incidental complications we 
must bear with patiently and deal with intelligently and in a spirit 
of humanity. We entered upon our mission in the spirit of the 
Buccaneer, but we must continue it in the spirit of philanthropy and 
philosophy. Having at last got our bearings (and dismissed the hope 
of loot) we will hold to the responsibilities we have assumed with 
'ortitude. It is to be hoped, however, that the lesson taught by this 
experience will not be in vain. We have 
enough problems 
in 


Hawaii, the .Philippines and Porto Rico without taking in Cuba, 
Santo Domingo and the Danish West Indies to get a still

P. J. Simmen Completes Models 


for Automatic Electric Sig- 


nal Device. 


Paul J. Simmen, formerly chief en- 


gineer of the ChJco Electric Railway and 
a prominent 
engineer, has completed 


working models of an automatic electric 
signal device which is intended to sup- 
plant the semaphore block signal appara- 
: tus in service on almost all the railways 
In the UnHed States. Simmen has organ- 
. Ized a company to handle his invention 
' in which a. number of Oakland business 
men arc Interested. The models have 
been placed on public exhibition at the 
offices of Chester B. Ellis & Co., 1069 
Broadway. 
SImmen's device provides for signals 
direct from the "blocks" to tho loco- 
motive cab. 
The apparatus utilizes the 
general plan of the contact rail used in 
"third rail" systems on electric lines 
The "shoe" used to make the contact" 
with the locomotive Is. carried under the 
engine pilot. The signals are given both 
by lights and sound in the cab and pn 
vide against all contingencies of traffic. 
Simmen claims that his device not only 
gives more security, but can bo installed 
and operated nt one-fourth the cost o: 
the present semaphore system. He says 
that the invention can be applied to any 
track system by simple attachments. in- 
tvolvlng no change in track equipment or 
rolling stock.

RECORD 


CHICAGO, Nov. 26.—Eleven dead and 


104 seriously injured is the record of the 
football season of 1906, according to the 
resume of the. season's accidents in the 
Tribune today. 
These figures, compared 


with 
fatalities In 1905. when eighteen 


playors were killed and 15S severely in- 
jured, show that "debrutalized" football 
has accomplished in a large degree the 
object aimed at in rendering the game 
less dangerous to life and limb. 


The decrease In casualties Is especially 


marked among high school players. 
In 


the season of 1905 eleven high school play- 
ers were killed and forty-seven injured. 
In the season just closed seven were 
killed and twenty-five were badly hurt. 
All the college and high school games this 
year were played under the new rules 
drawn up after the close of the season to 
satisfy the agitation for less dangerous 
football aroused by the long list of casu- 
alties in the season of 1905. The valuo

WASHINGTON, Nov. 26.—Desertion 


Is on the Increase in the army. The 
annual report of the military secretary 
shows that in the year ended June 30 
there were 6258 desertions, or 7.4 for 
every 100 soldiers in the army. 
In 


1905 the rate of desertion was only 6.6 
and for the three years previous to 
that time the rate of desertion was 
only 6.1. From 1895 to 1904 the aver- 
age of desertion was only 4.5 per cent. 
The rate In 1906 was the highest in 
the field artillery, 4.2 per cent. 
The 


cavalry was next, with 7.8 per cent. 


White soldiers showed a desertion 


average of 8.4 per cent, while the negro 
soldiers showed an average of only 2.6 
per cent., 
Twenty-five per cent of 


the desertions were in the firsj; three 
months of the deserters' 
enlistment. 


Ninety per cent of the deserters were 
of native birth, and as 89 per cent of 
the enlisted men In 1906 were of native 
birth, the rate of desertion among na- 
tives and foreigners 
was about the 


same. 


Of the men who deserted In 1906, 813 


have been apprehended and 240 sur- 
rendered to the military authorities. 
The total number of deserters convict- 
ed of desertion, sentenced to conflne- 
ment and dishonorably discharged was 
628.
